H-Bomb 


When a secret gets out you can’t simply 
snatch it back, stick it in your pocket, and 
make it back into a secret again. So why is the 
United States government trying to stop the 
Progressive from publishing Howard Mor- 
land’s article containing the “secret” of the 
hydrogen bomb? 

The answer is very simple. 

The United States is the only country ever to 
have used nuclear weapons against another, 
yet its leaders want yout to believe that the 
danger of nuclear war comes from “prolifera¬ 
tion” of secret technologies. If they can make 
you believe that, you’re not so likely to make 
the connection between the ruthless imperia¬ 
listic aims of the U.S. ruling class and the 
likelihood of world war. 

Ever since Julius and Ethel Rosenberg were 
sent to the electric chair and Morton Sobell 
was sent to prison, the “proliferation”myth 
has worked. Some people have said all slong 
that the Rosenbergs and Sobell had to be 
innocent because there wasn’t an atomic 
bomb secret to steal, but only recently have 
very many people been willing to listen. 
Then, as part of its research on the dangers 
of nuclear energy, the Progressive learned 
how to build an H-bomb. They also learned 
the technology isn’t secret, but that only a rich 
and technologically developed country able to 
pur a large amount of its treasure into nuclear 
technology and willing to risk the safety of its 
people can actually use it 
Someone in the government must have pa¬ 
nicked at the thought that after more than 25 
years, the “proliferation” hoax might be ex¬ 
posed. So the Justice Department went to 
court, and Judge Robert Warren obligingly 
enjoined publication of the “secrets” with the 
observation, “I want to think a long, hard time 
before I’d give a hydrogen bomb to Idi Amin.” 
We wonder if he gives a hoot about stopping 
the imperialists who gave Idi Amin to Uganda 
after the former president,. Milton Obote, 
wasn’t servile enough to suit them. We won¬ 
der why no judge stopped those same imperia¬ 
lists from giving a hydrogen bomb to South 
Africa. (No, we don’t really wonder why. It’s 
because Judge Warren and the others are part 
of the same imperialist system.)

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Aldrich betrays 
promises to students!

In a maneuver apparently designed to clear the way for the imposition of controversial 
regulations on the campus political activity of students and student organizations, 
Chancellor Daniel G. Aldrich has reneged on his March 14th promises to UCI students. 
Members of the student delegation to the “Committee on U.C. Policies Applying to 
Campus Activities, Organizations, and Students”, appointed by the Chancellor’s office 
after nomination by ASUCI and AGS, had received committments from Aldrich during a 
meeting with him on March 14th. 

At that meeting students informed the chancellor that the simultaneous demand for 
disbandment and walkout by lower administrators struck them solely as a cheap political 
trick to dump the delegates who refused to compromise the basic political rights of 9,500 
students. Students further informed Aldrich that the disbandment tactic was designed to 
allow administrators to escape the frustration of working with serious students (each of 
whom individually had worked more than all the administrators combined) by reconstitu¬ 
ting the committee with hand-picked, ass-kissing students. The administrators could then 
go ahead with their plan to base the new campus regulations on the old, repressive 60s 
rules. 

In response, Aldrich immediately promised UCI students that the committee would 
continue, that students would not be “outvoted”, and that the student-written, officially 
accepted working document of the committee would continue to serve as the basis for 
discussion (see Real U, “Update: Administrator Walkout”, issue 5, 10 April 1979). 

However, Aldrich changed tactics upon reviewing the situation after making his

Oil shortage- who’s fault? 


Irvine Tenants 
ask 

Rent Control

The vast majority of renters who have an¬ 
swered a recent questionnaire regarding rent 
stabilization are calling for direct rent control, 
according to City Councilmember Larry Ag- 
ran, who administered the survey. 

With the help of eight volunteers Agran 
distributed about 2000 questionnaires, going 
door-to-door through the apartment complexes 
of Park West, Turtle Rock vista, Park Wood, 
Deerfield, Woodbridge, and Rancho San Joa¬ 
quin. 

The inquiries included answers of “favor”, 
‘oppose”, and “don’t know”. The questions 
asked were: 

1) Would you favor, or oppose a proposed 
Irvine City ordinance which would require 
large-scale landlords (those owning at least 20 
apartment units or 20 mobilehome lots) to 
limit their yearly rent increases to no more 
than 5 3 4%-an amount consistent with Presi¬ 
dent Carter’s anti-inflation guidelines? 

2) An alternative approach to rent stabiliza¬ 
tion is not to limit rents directly, but instead to 
simply require large-scale landlords to give 
ample notice of rent increases to tenants and, 
at the same time, file a public statement 
disclosing an intent to raise rents beyond 5 
3 A% annually. A city ordinance could require 
that this notice and disclosure be made at least 
90 days in advance of the intended rent 
increase, thereby providing an opportunity for 
renters and other interested citizens to express 
their views on the matter at one or more public 
hearings. Would you favor, or oppose,vsuch a 
rent increase notification and disclosure re¬ 
quirement? 

Following the questions was a space where 
additional comments were invited. 

“From the cards received back so far, the 
overwhelming majority of respondents favot 
some form of direct rent control, and secon¬ 
darily, procedures to assure adequate notice- 
at least 90 days-and an opportunity to object 
to undue rent increases at a public hearing 
called by the city council,” Agran told the 
Real U. 

Agran will raise the issue of rent stabilization 
at the May 8 meeting of the city council. The 
responses to his questionnaire can be expec¬ 
ted to give him ammunition if he calls for rent

They are the 
two figures who would be most likely to revitalize the People's 
Party and continue the Bhutto dynasty in Pakistani politics.

a proposal to send official Congressional observers—spent two 
days in Salisbury on a “fact-finding" mission just prior to the 
voting.

The South Africans are watching the elections very closely. 
According to editor Colin Legum writing in the London Observer 
March 25, the South Africans, in their “Muldergate" influence¬ 
buying campaign, made some of their “most extravagant secret 
political investments" in Rhodesia. Legum says the South Afri¬ 
cans contributed substantial sums of money to Bishop Abel 
Muzorewa, the current front-runner in the elections, and to the 
Rev. Ndabaningi Sithole. South Africa’s initial contribution tc 
Muzorewa's campaign was reportedly more than a million dol¬ 
lars. In a Rhodesian TV interview recently, Muzorewa said he 
would like to see a “southern African economic community" 
based on closer links between South Africa and Rhodesia. 

BEDOUINS WIN COURT CASE ON LAND SEIZURE 

A conflict between a Bedouin clan in Israel’s Negev desert and 
the Israeli government’s Land Authority is becoming a political 
• bombshell in Israel. Israel is planning to relocate a 

Israel substantial number of Bedouins in order to use their 
land for 3 new bases that will be built in the Negev desert to 
replace those being given up in the Sinai under the Egyptian- 
Israeli peace treaty. 

Bedouin clan leader Suleiman Abu Keren learned that the 
government planned to use his tribe’s land to build a Bedouin 
urban center. The township would house other Bedouins re¬ 



located from spots where the Israeli government 
plans military installations. Abu Keren-who says 
he has documents “from the time of the Turks and 
the British” to prove that the land belongs to his 
clan-won agreement from the government in Feb¬ 
ruary not to start work without a court order. But on 
lapril 4, he and other men from the clan were 
summoned to a nearby police station, and while they 
were gone government bulldozers moved in and 
began cutting a new road on his land. Bedouin 
women who tried to drive the bulldozers away with 
stones were severely beaten. A similar clash occur¬ 
red the following day when the bulldozers returned. 
At Ben Gurion University of the Negev, Arab, 
Bedouin and Jewish students demonstrated on be¬ 
half on the Bedouins. 

Abu Keren appealed to the Israeli Supreme Court, 
which ordered the government to remove all equip¬ 
ment from the area and show cause why farm lands 
belonging to the Bedouins had been expropriated for 
the construction of a township. The opposition 
Labor Party called a special session of the parliament 
to discuss the incident and the court’s rebuke of the 
government 


BATTLES TO WEAR DOWN THE NATIONAL GUARD 

The Nicaraguan Red Cross estimates that up to 1,500 people may 
have died in the fighting in the northern Nicaraguan city Esteli, 
nicaranua 9-15, including guerrillas, soldiers 
\jlia and non-combatants caught in crossfire. 
Filadelfo Aleman, reporter for the Mexican newspaper Excelsior, 
reported after entering the city april 14 that the fighting this month 
brought more death and destruction than last fall, when Esteli was 
the scene of heavy National Guard attacks on Sandinista guerril¬ 
las. Around 300 guerrillas had entered Esteli April 9 apparently 
hoping to draw National Guard troops into the city, trap them and 
inflict heavy casualties. The Sandinistas reportedly did shoot 
down two government war planes and crippled an armored vehi¬ 
cle. The National Guard did not try to re-take the city at first but 
rather surrounded it and cut off the supply of water, food and 
electricity, while at the same time attacking from the air. By April 
13 those inhabitants who had not fled the city were desperate for 
water and food. The guerrillas withdrew April 14, losing up to 46 
combatants in the process. 

Sandinista leaders say their attacks this month were not the 
beginning of a major “final offensive” but rather part of a 
continuing battle aimed at breaking down the National Guard's 
morale. The Sandinistas are still warning of a possible coup d’etat 
by military leaders (see last issue). Meanwhile, the U.S. govern¬ 
ment seems to be attempting to rebuild its credibility with the 
opposition by, in effect, withdrawing the U.S. Ambassador to 
Nicaragua, Mauricio Solaun. Solaun has been in Washington for 
several weeks, and there is no date fixed for his return.

the past) that an administration-biased one 
person, one vote “conflict resolution method” 
be established, Dowrene Hahn (UCI Policies 
and Procedures Coordinator)—present for the 
first time in months-suddenly waxed very 
knowledgeable about the committee’s history. 
Hahn introduced what she presumptuously 
called a “motion” to disband the committee, 
essentially on the grounds that it wasn’t 
making sufficient progress. Bertin wasted no 
time in calling for a vote on the matter, but the 
students were successful at preventing this. 
We soon discovered irrefutable proof of our 
suspicion that the attempt to disband was part 
of a plan involving at least the majority of the 
administrators on the committee. We asked 
whether Ms. Hahn had discussed, with Bertin, 
her intention to recomment disbanding, and 
she admitted that she had notified the chair “a 
couple of days” after receiving notice of the 
meeting. Chairperson Bertin admitted upon 
questioning that she had discussed the “mo¬ 
tion” with other members of the committee- 
presumably those folks who hadn’t bothered 
to bring their notes along this time—but, 
somehow, none of the students had been 
informed. 

Early in the committee’s history Barbara 
Glenn (Graduate Division) had resigned be¬ 
cause she felt that it “wasn’t going in the right 
direction.” The remainder of her colleagues 
tried for the next few months to establish a 
democratic- appearing voting procedure which 
would allow the administrations, which out¬ 
numbered the students on the committee by 
10 to 4, complete control over the meetings. 
Although the administrators continually belit¬ 
tled the students for resisting compromise 
(over students’ democratic rights!), events 
show that they would settle only for total 
control—or nothing. When it became clear to

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Aldrich’s action provides tacit approval, and 
political backing, to the antics of administra¬ 
tors on the committee who, for the entire 
history of the committee, have attempted trick 
after trick to secure two goals: one, the 
legitimizing presence of students, and two, the 
behavior of the students as rubber-stamp 
machines. Aldrich recognized that he could 
not force this particular group of students to 
accept this dual role—that is, these students, 
while willing to work on the committee, would 
not be rubber-stamps. 

To illustrate the administration’s desperate 
attempt to get the students to “behave” before 
forcing Aldrich to intervene, we will describe 
the proceedings of the final committee meeting 
(March 8) in greater detail than was possible 
in our last report. 

The attempt to disband was premeditated 
and designed to catch students off-guard; this 
was made clear as the March 8th meeting 
unfolded.

power doesn’t want to leave and a sinister 
game is set up.

We see 
that angles are found to attack groups associ¬ 
ated with the elections by the use of inflated 
trivial issues so as to set them against each 
other in a battle of pride, hiding the fact that an 
election did indeed occur. Where people should 
be congratulating each other that they had 
accomplished a monumental task, they are 
now at each others’ throats, blaming one 
section or another for failing to perform flaw¬ 
lessly. Nothing in reality goes by the textbook 
and things do go wrong. Most of the time, 
these flaws would be let go as acceptable 
errors caused by lack of communication. 
However, these very same small errors have 
been manipulated to be the crux of a factional 


campus rule writing committee depends now 
on his ability to keep them off any new 
committee. 

Aldrich’s next step is to “consult with Vice 
Chancellor Whiteley and the Presidents of 
ASUCI and AGS about the establishment of 
a new committee.” Being as shrewd as he is 
bold, Aldrich is depending on the student 
presidents themselves to rescue him from 
what has been effective student opposition to 
the imposition of strict regulations on the 
campus political activity of all 9500 UCI 
students. 

Trouble for Aldrich may come when Associ¬ 
ated Graduate Students President Mike Win- 
kelman refuses to play the fool for the chancel¬ 
lor. The student delegation has reason to 
believe that regarding appointments to any 
new rule writing committee, Winkelman will 
refuse to appoint boot-licking students, will 
not allow the administration to influence in 
any way the composition of the graduate 
student delegation, and most importantly has 
pledged to reappoint the same graduate stu¬ 
dents. 

ASUCI President Steve Kaplan has similar¬ 
ly pledged to reappoint the same undergradu¬ 
ate students. Kaplan, however, is considered 
by some to be more easily manipulated by the 
university boss. Thus students will not know 
how they were represented until after the 
meeting (look for report in future Real U). 
Waiting for these particular students to grad¬ 
uate is no longer a useful option for Aldrich 
since ASUCI President-elect Peter Franczak 
and AGS President-elect Campbell Skillman 
are solidly behind the strong position taken by 
the student delegation over the last seven 
months. ☆

Rally at Livermore-No More Nuclear Bombs!

It was a rainy Saturday, but several thousand 
people gathered at the Lawrence Livermore 
Laboratories to demand an end to the Univer¬ 
sity of California’s role in the development of 
nuclear weapons. People of all ages and races, 
and from a wide spectrum of political, religi¬ 
ous, and social groups gathered to show 
support to the UC Nuclear Weapons Labs 
Conversion Project 

The rally was called to demand an end to 
UC’s operation of the nuclear weapons re¬ 
search laboratories, to convert Livermore’s 
research from weapons research to peaceful 
and socially responsible research, and to 
openly investigate the radiation effects from 
present nuclear research. 

Those attending the rally were treated to 
informational presentations on radiation ef¬ 
fects, health hazards, nuclear research and the 
arms race. These were interspersed with artis¬ 
tic presentations of music, poetry and drama, 
and emotional presentations of personal loss 
to nuclear hazards and activist struggle on 
nuclear issues. The following day, there were 
a series of workshops ay UCB on strategies for 
converting the Livermore Labs. 

The Los Alamos Scientific Labs and the 
Lawrence Livermore Labs, funded by the 
Department of Energy (DOE) and operated 
by 13,000 University of California employees, 
are the “brains” of the nuclear weapons 
production system in the U.S. UC lab officials 
and employees have invented and designed 
all of the nuclear weapons deployed by the 
U.S. These employees have also been active 
lobbyists in promoting new weapons systems 
(eg, the neutron bomb) and in opposing nucle¬ 
ar test ban proposals. 

Although UC President Saxon claims that 
the research is for national security purposes, 
the UC nulear weapons research is no longer 


pursuing a policy of armament for deterence. 
Presently, our military aim is the development 
of a pre-emptive (first strike) capability, in¬ 
creasing the possibility of the US initiating 
nuclear war. The US has the nuclear potential 
to destroy the world’s population many times 
over, yet the University of California conti¬ 
nues to sponsor the development of further 
destructive potential. 

Livermore, only 40 miles from San Francis¬ 
co, poses many problems. There are frequent 
accidental discharges of nuclear waste in 
addition to the regular planned discharges. 
High levels of radioactivity have been mea¬ 
sured in the area, and employees have high 
rates of rare forms of skin cancer. More 
alarmingly, Livermore sits on or near 13 
active earthquake faults. The buildings hou¬ 
sing 600-800 pounds of plutonium are not 
designed to resist the potential earthquake 
forces in the area. A serious accident would 
require the evacuation of the 4.5 million 
people living the 40 mile radius of the labs. 

Dr. Grofman, former Director of Livermore’s 
Biomedical Division and professor emeritus 
of medical physics UCB, testified to the DOE 
that the Livermore Laboratories create im¬ 
mense hazards now and for countless future 
generations and that nuclear power can never 
be made acceptable in terms of public health 
and genetic integrity. 

The University of California Regents are 
under a five year renewable contract with the 
DOE to operate the labs. However, UC has 
exercies no control or influence in determina¬ 
tion of the labs’ work. It’s time for responsible 
action from the Regents. UC should sever the 
contract with the DOE, and end the Univer¬ 
sity’s participation in the development of 
nuclear weapons.★

In the 
1950’s the U.S. government ordered thou¬ 
sands of soldiers into the Nevada desert while 
the Defense Department was testing nuclear 
bombs. The radioactive fallout from these 
bombs has killed or caused cancer and leuke¬ 
mia in many of those soldiers and also nearby 
civilians exposed to it. The University of Utah 
conducted a study with frightening results, 
they found that leukemia has killed two and 
one half times as many southern Utah Child¬ 
ren during the eight years of Nevada Nuclear 
tests than the periods before or after. 9 
Other dangerous problems from nuclear 
power include the wast produced by nuclear 
reactors, and the transportation of that waste 
and nuclear weapons. The waste produced 
from nuclear power plants will retain its 
radioactivity for thousands of years. Power 
plans have been storing the waste but they are 
running out of room. Already barrels of radio¬ 
active waste that were dumped off the coast 
near San Francisco by the Livermore lab are 
leaking their dangerous contents, indestruct- 
able pollutants, into the ocean. 

Also, the state of California estimates that 
175,000 radioactive shipments travel through 
the state each year. A major accident could 
kill thousands and cause billions of dollars of 
damage. In a recent three year period, there 
have been one hundred accidents involving 
the transportation of nuclear waste. 

Continued association with the nuclear wea¬ 
pons development laboratories errodes the 
University’s role as an open, practical institu¬ 
tion devoted to the preservation and enhance¬ 
ment of human knowledge. Students and 
employees must take responsibility for the 
actions of the institution we support

Voice from the Past... 


77zeReal U recently received this letter from 
Dave Wheeler, a controversial UCIstudent- 
activist-alumnus. In 1977 he ran as a write- 
in candidate using the platform: “Drugs, 
Sex, and Activism ''. He received the highest 
number (over 300) of write-in votes in UCI's 
short electoral history. Wheeler eventually 
became an AS Councilperson, who was re¬ 
membered for his controversial resolutions 
and bills. Some of those included: a $1000.00 
reward for information leading to the arrest 
and conviction of those involved in the stab¬ 
bing of two Chicano students in Irvine, a bill 
to send $500.00 to the Freedom Fighters in 
South Africa (it was defeated), and a resolu¬ 
tion that required the Films Commissioner to 
bring Deep Throat to campus. Wheeler's 
infamy extended past his graduation from 
UCI in 1978, when he was admitted into 
USC law school. 

On the eve of my graduation from UCI, I 
wrote the following letter to a highly respected 
professor. I believe that his response is of great 
value to other students, and accordingly. I’ve 
submitted my letter and his response for 
publication: 

Tito, 

I just took these unidentified pills to keep me 


awake all week and I don’t know if I can pull it 
all together, but I have these questions. 

I don’t think you need my admiration or 
deserve any criticism, but I do have these 
questions. Like, I wonder if it’s impossible to 
prepare the subjective conditions for liberation 
in light of omniscient technological develop¬ 
ment. And I wonder if higher forms of organi¬ 
zation don’t prefigure state capitalism—note 
the increasing interpenetration of state and 
private sectors here in the U.S. Sometimes it 
seems that eurocommunism (Social Democ¬ 
racy) is the wave of the future. 

More than anything, there is one thing I want 
to know from you: How can you avoid the 
onslaught of forces thrown at you by society to 
make you acquiesce? It seems you’ve done a 
better job than most I know. The problem 
seems particularly acute to me, planning on 
law school and all. Just how can one stay 
socially dedicated when all the forces push 
you in another direction? Or do radicals that 
go to law school just become good liberals? I 
understand that liberals have their place and 
everything, I just don’t want to be one. Got 
any advice?

I don 7 have the answers. My own trajectoy 
was kind of reverse; I sold out first-Time, 
Newsweek, wife, kid, maid, car, vacations 
first-class to Europe, etc.-then realized that I 
was miserable and had more fun eating at a 
diner with people who worked long hours for 
causes that didn 7 pay. Finally I abandoned 
everything: wife, kid, possessions, jobs, and 
became full-time Movement, earning just 
enough to get by.

ment friends, and considers it his obligation 
to take on political or racial cases free. 

And I don 7 know what will happen either. 
Yeah, maybe the future is Euro-communism. 

But what the hell, 
I'd rather be an outcast than an automaton. 
Besides, we outcasts do have morefun in life. 
More friends that grow, move, act with you, 
not just in reaction.
